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Hurricane With 120 MPH Winds Due to Hit Miami Today 


Storm Picks 
Up Intensity, 


Bureau Says 


Miami, Fla., Aug. 26—(AP)—A 


tropical hurricane with winds up 
to 120 miles per hour passed north 
of picturesque Nassau, Bahamas, 
today and headed for South Flori- 
da's gold coast. 


All South Florida was braced 


for the storm which' whirled to- 
ward this wealthy Atlantic re- 
sort area at a 18 to 20 miles an 
hour pace on a 
west-northwest 


course. 


Due This Afternoon 


If the present course is main- 


tained, the hurricane will strike 
the mainland 
a short distance 


north of Miami this afternoon. 


A high flow of southern wind 


ever Florida may cause the storm 
to take a more northward course 
about the time it reaches the 
coast and cause it to buzz saw 
along the thickly-populated area 
between Miami and Palm Beach. 


The center of the second hur- 


ricane of the season passed nearly 
over or slightly north of the Ba- 
hama* capital shortly after 5:30 
a, m. 


In a bulletin the Miami weather 


bureau said the storm had picked 
up intensity during the night with 
highest winds estimated at be- 
tween 110 and 120 miles an hour. 


Storm Warnings 


Because of the erratic nature of 


the storm, hurricane warnings 
covered a 142 mile stretch of the 
Florida east coast from Vero 
beach south to the greater Miami 
area, and inland to include the 
Lake Okeechobee region. 
Storm 


warning! flew overmost of the 
•tate not included in the hurricane 
area. 


South Florida rushed prepara- 


tions for the approaching storm,

Fabulous Ancient City Is 


Found Buried in the Sand 


Cairo, Egypt, Aug. 26.—(AP)—An American explorer said today 


he has found a fabulous ancient city buried under the sands of Arabia. 


Wendell Phillips, Concord, Calif., archeologist, said he found the 


remains of a great civilization near Mareb, traditional home of the 
Queen of Sheba. 


Philips, 27, led a University of 


California 
expedition 
exploring 


the region for two years. 


Travelling from Aden, Arabia, 


on a Royal Airforce plane, Phil- 
lips related, he landed on the site 
of ancient Tirana, described by 
the Roman historian Pliny as the 
"City of Forty Temples." 


"Timma is covered by sand," 


he said. 
"However, several city 


walls, the gate, and ruins of 
temples are still visible. 
In the 


center of the city an obelisque 
emerges four feet above the sand. 
Nomads living nearby dug fifteen 
feet without reaching its base. 
Hymartic inscriptions are carved 
on its four faces." 


Phillips described the Hymarites 


as people living in the area 20 
or 30 centuries ago. 


Us described the area as an 


"archaeological treasure 
house" 


waiting for scientific research. 


In an exclusive interview, Phil- 


lips told of finding the remains of 
another 
temple 
city 
outside 


Salalah, summer capitol of the 
Sultan of Muscat and Oman. He 
He called this one of the leaat 
explored areas In the world. 


The sultan, Phillips said, would 


welcome any American archaeolo- 
gists who came to the country.

Bourbonism." 


Race For Power 


The U. S. Steel executive had 


told the board his industry was 
"caught in the bitter race for pow- 
er of giant labor monopolies" and 
had stated that Murray's union 
sought pensions because it was 
confronted "with a fait accompli 
of the head of the United Mine 
workers." 


"This attack is vicious and in- 


sulting," Murray said. 


Murray, who formerly was a 


vice president of the United Mine 
workers under Lewis, said he was 
happy when the miners won their 
$100 a, month pensions last year. 


"Rivalry is not the background 


of this case," he declared. "I have 
had 
my 
difference 
with 
John 


Lewis but they have nothing to 
do 
with 
this 
case—absolutely 


nothing." 


Ask $125 Pensions. 


The Steel workers are asking 


for $125 a month pensions as a 
part of the 30-cent-an-hour pack- 
age which they have asked the 
board to recommended. 


The board will close its hear-

The Half-Way 
Point Is Not 
Reached, Claim 


New York, Aug. 26—(AP)—The 


polio epidemic may 
not 
have 


reached even the half-way point 
yet, and 1949 is certain to be the 
worst polio year in U. S. history, 
says The National Foundation For 
Infantile 
Paralysis. 


The score on the basis of the 


foundation's latest reports: 


17,306 cases so far in 1S49. 
3,422 new cases reported in the 


nation 
last 
week—the highest 


number ever recorded for one 
week. 


The total of 
reported 
cases 


through last v.-eek compared with 
9.743 for the same period of 1948, 
the second worst polio year up to 
that time. 


Worst Year In 1918 


In 1916, which had ranked as 


the worst epidemic year, there was 
a total of about 30,000 reported 
cases. 


The figures and predictions were 


issued yesterday by Dr. Hart E. 
Van Riper, the foundation's medi- 
cal director, who said: 


"Study of previous patterns of 


polio Incidences shows that the 
peak may come anywhere between 
mid-August 
an 
mid-September. 


But the mid-point of the epidemic 
never has occurred 
before 
the 


second week in September. 


"If the peak is reached early, 


the reduction in cases is slower 
than if it comes later. When the 
peak is reached late, the number 
of new cases 
reported 
drops 


rapidly." 


Dr. Van Riper said this year's 


record of cases shows a sharp rise 
week by week since early spring 
without even temporary drops. 


This year has been marked by an 


increased polio total to date, as 
compared with 3948, in 38 states. 


Answers More Calls 


Calling the national .epidemic 


"both intensive and extensive,' 
Dr. Van Riper said The National 
Foundation "has answered more 
calls for assistance in more states 
even than during last year." 


He said "medical care facilities 


on the whole, are far better today 
than at any time in history." 


Statisticians 
of 
The Metro- 


politan Life Insurance Company 
announced that a new study shows 
the children's polio death rate is 
dropping slowly. 


The report, based on deaths 


among insured children under 15 
years old each year since 1911, said 
the biggest drop in deaths has 
been among children under 10, and 
especially among girls.

Conservation Problems Need Attention 


The steady exhaustion of the world's natural resources 


in the face of mounting population drew a lot of attention 
last year, largely because two extremely readable books on 
the subject were published. 
, 
How to protect failing resources and develop new ones 


still does not command, however, the time and thought it 
deserves in parliaments and cabinets throughout the world. 
Lawmakers here and abroad manage to talk about every- 
thing but consei \ation—one of the most elemental factors in 
world political and economic life. 


But now, fortunately, the United Nations is delving into 


conservation and population problems. Some 400 scientists 
from 50 countries are gathered in a three-week conference 
devoted to the question of how to stop the rapid depletion 
of vital resources and bring them in line with population 
needs. The meeting is a healthy sign. 


After the books by William Vogt and Fairfield Osborn 


appeared last year, they were branded by some people as 
"alarmist." Some rather strained efforts were made to dis- 
prove their thesis—that population may" soon outrun the 
essentials of lifp. 


None of these attempts tried to deny population growth 


or the dwindling of resources in isoil, timber, minerals and 
the like. Instead, they pinned hope on science and technol- 
ogy to save the situation before starvation and similar crises 
develop. 


Anyone must wish this will occur, for otherwise the out- 


look is dark indeed. Osborn told the UN conferences of 
scientists that the world's population will soar from the 
present two billion to three billion in 50 years. And a 
Canadian mineral resources' chief warned that the time 
may not be far off when our best known sources of ke> 
materials will be used up. 


With the staggering potentialities of atomic energy on 


the horizon, it would be foolish to predict that the world 
will not be bailed out of this tightening dilemma. Trygve 
Lie, UN secretary-general, told the delegates a fuller use 
of science in developing resources might lead to a successfu 
support of a vastly expanded population at a much higher 
standard of living than now prevails. 


Yet the fear lingers that lost resources may never quit 


be matched. Many of the depleted materials were high grade, 
easy to mine or'use. relatively close to population centers 
where they were needed. 


We may be able to put amazing new life in worn-out 


coils: to devise synthetics and other substitutes; to extract 
great untapped mineral stores from remote places, or to 
refine low-grade ores now commercially unusable. 


But who can be confident that these answers, however 


ingenious, will not be much more costly than we would like ? 
Unless atomic furnaces bring us remarkably cheap power, 
J8. lower standard of living will be the outcome. 


The world will welcome all the benefits science can yield. 


But meantime lawmakers everywhere ought to put conser- 
vation high on their agenda, as a hedge against a future that 
may not be quite as bright as they so blithely imagine. 


It is no trick to make a photograph in the dark by the 


infra-red rays that come from a hot but black flatiron. A new 
technique for making such heat pictures uses highly sensitive 
phosphorous, which glows in the dark. 


High-speed travelers will be interested in a new time- 


zone watch. The invention provides a mechanism whereby 
the dial can be shifted under the hand, without involving the 
works of the watch at all.

Paw Paw lions Club Members Sponsor99'^Vl 


Complete, Community Playground Area 


Paw Paw—(Special)—The Paw Paw Lions club project, an all-weather play- 


ground area for the cMldren of the community, is nearly completed, marking a 
fine cooperative effort by the club members. 


Proposed last year, the $2,000 gift to the community will provide two tennis 


courts and an area for badminton and dartball play. During the winter months, it 
has been proposed to flood the area for a skating rink. 


Members of the Lions club and others in the community first prepared a six- 


inch rock base, then it was finished off with 50 tons of natural rock asphalt. Laying 
uf the asphalt covering was under the direction of O. R. Barkdoll of Downers Grove, 
a specialist in the preparation of such playground areas. 


Surfacing of the area was unique in that a lime spreader was used to distribute 


the asphalt It was thus possible for the volunteer workmen to spread two layers of 
asphalt in a single day. 


Natural rock asphalt is mined, just like coal, in Southwestern Missouri, Barkdoll 


explains, and provides one of the smoothest asphalt surfaces obtainable. Barkdoll, 
a former high school coach, follows the "Centralia Plan" of installation in which he 
furnishes the material and the engineering with the majority of the labor donated. 
Thus cost to a community is kept at a minimum.

the ATC (Air Transport Com- 
mand) because he began 'investi- 
gating' them and implied that he 
was doing this on authority from 
Washington.

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Western Europe's Economic 


Crisis Demands Real Unity 


By DEWITT MACKKMZE 
AP Foreign Affair* Analyst 
Th« economic position of West- 


ern Europe hu reached an unhap- 
py stage which is causing much 
concern on both sides of the At- 
lantic. 


A grim picture was conjured up 


during the debate in the consul- 
tative assembly of the 12-nation 
council of Europe just terminated 
in Strasbourg, France. The con- 
sensus was that the 
Marshall 


Plan aid is producing little per- 
rnament effect on recovery and 
that Europe is in for economic 
chaos if she can't achieve eco- 
nomic unity before the program 
ends in 1952. 


The more gloomy prophets fore- 


saw social upheavals and even 
wars if economic unity isn't ach- 
ieved. Nobody contradicted state- 
ments that little long-range con- 
structive work is being done under 
the Marshall Plan. 


Economic Union 


Speakers in the assembly ham- 


mered on this question of eco- 
nomic union. America's aid was 
praised as generous and wise and 
cnticism was leveled at the Mar- 
shall Plan countries themselves. 
They were charged with not hav- 
ing submerged national interests 
in the interest of Europe. 


On the heels of these Strasbourg 


confessions, the Economic coop- 
eration Administration in Wash- 
ington reports a slackening in the 
rate of European recovery, Tt sums 
up by saying that the program's 
ultimate objective of a healthy 
recovery, independent of extra- 
ordinary outside assistance, 
re- 


mains "a difficult but attainable 
goal." 
The 
Strasbourg 
conclusions 


leave one with the uncomfortable 
impression of some Marshall Plan 


I countriea which up to this juncture 
' have overlooked the cardinal fact 
that the well-being of the indivi- 
dual state is dependent on 'the 
strength of all the states. They 
have missed the point in their anx- 
iety to overcome their personal 
difficulties. 


We can go a bit further by run- 


ning the risk of seeming ungra- 
cious. There are some (though not 
all) of the Marshall Plan countries 
which have given signs of regard- 
ing Uncle Sam as a wealthy fall- 
guy who would pay the bill to put 
them on their feet. Their respon- 
sibility in the 
program 
ended 


when they accepted Sam's largess. 


Xot A Cure-All * 


The Marshall Plan never en- 


visaged any such project as foot- 
ing all the cost for European re- 
covery. Its idea was to help the 
needy states to help themselves 
—to construct 
a "healthy eco- 


nomy independent of 
extraordi- 


nary outside assistance." 


One of the primary essentials of 


success for this program was unity 
of effort. This has now cropped up 
as a new idea for some countries, 
when their representatives got^to- 
g-ether in the consultative assem- 
bly at Strasbourg and began to 
assay the general situation. It's a 
case of one for all and all for one, 
]ust as it was during the world 
war. 


Whether the views expressed at 


Strasbourg on economic unity will 
register in all twelve capitals is 
problematical. If they do register 
there may still be time, as the 
Economic 
Cooperation 
Admini- 


stration in Washington indicates, 
to pull Western Europe out of its 
tail-spin. 


If they don't register, it's going 


to be too bad for all hands con- 
cerned.
